Washinoton, Jnly 22.—H. O. Smith, 
the colored demoraat whose diflminHal 
from the sixth auditor's office, has at- 
tracted some attention and who «laimw 
that his removal is dne to his being a 
democrat, has announced his intention 
of making a test case of the right of a 
head of a division to discharge an em- 
ploye for voting and affiliating with the 
party opposite to the one in power.

has not decided, as yet, exactly what 
course he will pursue in making the 
test, but will probably lay the matter 
before the civil service commissioners, 
and obtain their decision on the ques- 
tion, as there is no other body which 
he can appeal to. 
The 
commission 
has never had a case exactly of this 
character to decide, and if it is true, 
as Smith alleges, that his remov^ was 
made because of his affiliating with the 
opposite party, the decision will be a 
very important one.
